Low Wags. Increased Prefit. 

The DepartmoDl of Labor figures 
nhow that in tb« mall order house, 
while the wages decreased tho profits 
Increased. Are we going to stand for 
such conditions permanently? The, 
young worker# in the mall order 
houses must be organised and must 
tight for better conditions. Tho union 
for the mail order bouse workers Is 
tho Retail Clerks' International Pro- 
tective Association. The union must 
carry on a campaign to organise the 
unorganised young workers.

FAH 8 AJC, N. J.--I am a young 
worker, 16 yoara of ago. and my moth- 
er has to go to tho mills every day 
and she nude only 120 and a few 
rents' a week of 41 hours, and there 
are five of us In the family. 

I did not have a chance to go to 
school after I reached the age of 14. 
r was compelled to leave the school 
and go to work hecauso of the low 
wages my mother was paid and we 
were greatly In debt. 

I also worked when 1 waa al the 
age of 10 after school until I was 
14 on a peddlers wagon 4o hslp to 
support the family and to pay off our 
Jebta. 

My father died when I was at the 
age of 7 and ray sisters are I, I, 4 . 


and I; so, you can see that my mother 
has had trouble In bringing us up 
In good hsallh all by hsrself for 9 
years. 

My father died of consumption at 
the age of 27. He was working In 
the Botany Mills whsn he became 
sick and later died. I am working in 
that aamo mill now and the way the 
conditions are It looks like I am go- 
ing to die In the same damn way. 

One Hungarian lady was very kind 
to us. During the strlks she took 
care of one of my sisters. Ths lady 
Is from New York. 

I went on strike because I knew 
that we were going to win the strike 
and have an organisation so if tho 
bosses say "we're going to out you 
10 per cant in wages," we oouid say 
"you're a liar; you're going to give 
us 29 per oent raise” — and wo oouid 
get that If w# havq one big Textile 
Union.

Strlks Composition. 

AJtho tho exact figures cannot be 
bad at ton present moment, It Is to bo 
observed that out of tho fifteen thou- 
sand or so now on strike, one can 
safely say that forty to forty-live per 
rent are young workors. Tho vast ma- 
jority aro foreign-born or children of 
forelgndjorn parents. Tho work ore 
spssk many language# of which the 
outstanding are HuisUn, 1’olLsh, Blav- 
fsh. Herman, Hungarian, Italian, and 
Engl I ah. (Thorn are also a number 
pf Negro workers Involved.)

Altho the sirlk^rs have a common 
basis on whl<\h to Is'und together, 
which I* to Ih> found In ttu-lr common 
fight against the bom-s, th'-y need a 
common mean* of expression, (organ- 
isationally it |« the union) and this 
Is most logically to be found In the 
English lenrusce. Now the Importance 
of the youth ran he well understood

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' languages which aro spokon amongst 
tho, older workers. Thus tho Younc 
Worker become# tho conneoting link 
between the (Efferent language groups 
involvod. This accounts a great deal 
for tho youthful leadership la tho 
Fastaio strlko. 

Losoono to bo Drawn. 

It la a woil known faot that tho lan- 
guage problem tor a long tliho has 
beon a eoru spot In tho way of organ- 
izing tho unorganized workers* of this 
country. The groat steel strike of 
1019 in which many foreign languago 
workors worn involvod proved this to 
a groat deal. Since then much water 
has flown under tho bridge. Wo hod 
a world war followed by an exclusion 
act which bos resulted In tho curtail- 
ing of migration of tho forolgn born 
workors. As a rosult of this tho com- 
position of tho working claas in this 
country ha* beon gToatly changed. 
Not only havo tho older workers aasl 
milatcd Lhomnolve* a great deal but 
something moro has happened. A 
now sot of workers are appoarlng. 
who undor tho strain of modem trust- 
ified industry will soon loose their 
offlos boy to president psychology. 
They will learn soon enough that thsy 
cannot go Into the textile manufac- 
turing business as bosses nor railroad- 
ing. or aleoi, nor for that matter any- 
thing «Uo. They will no longer be 
able to seek frocland in tho open space 
of the "golden west." 

The days of gold hunting is n sweet 
pipe dream of the glorious past, while 
on tho other hand, tho leveling pro- 
oass whloh Is going ou amongst ibo 
worker la reducing larger masses to 
the statutes of ths common laborer. 
This will cut off any and all attempts 
on tho part of tho youthful workers 
to escape the rotten working condi- 
tions by becoming small owners, man- 
ufacturers, etc. 

Thun they will have to stand firm 
to theso problems, as those whoso In 
tercel and need are (round up with 
tho rest of tho working claas. And 
when they do, they will find a groat 
deni of responsibility resting on their 
shoulders, h su«o of their peculiar 
position. For us unskillod young work- 
ers. fighting to bo put on the same 
economic level, as all other workers. 
It will Ik* very easy for them to gain 
tho confidence o t all lbs other work- 
ers.

Boot Calls Youth Namot. Doos 
Nothing to Prevent Accident! 

(By Young Worker Correspondent) 
PJTflTMmoil, Pa. — The Ravlch at 
its full rAto employs about 30 glrlK. 
Most of thorn work piece work aver- 
aging about $ 2 G a week during tho 
busy seasons. Bet vre aro not busy 
all the time. During th! slack sea- 
sons tho girls are forced to forgot 
their solidarity and gather in all the 
work they can so that thsy canunake 
enuf to live on. 

The result Is that (he girls who are 
not experienced or as quick at tho 
work are forced either to leave the 
1 ratio of try to live on starvation 
weges. 

The hos*ea realize that labor is so 
cheap that thoy do not even kaop a 
mechanic to repair the broken ma- 
chines. 

A youth 16 yesra of ego getting 113 
a week was sent to repair the broken 
machines and got caught In the 
wheels nnd was so badly Injured that 
ho was unable to work for quite a long 
time. Tho comment of tho bosses 
upon this accident was Uat they boy 
was stupid and reckless. VEven after 
thh happened nothing wns done to 
^vrn safeguard the workers' lives. 
Endcr these conditions the girls must 
i <1 klr their own machines not realiz- 
ing that danger which continually 
faros them every day. 

How long must >ou worker* toll un 
d°r such condl'lons before you esn 
realize the need of militant organiza- 
tions against the bosses. Demand 
•’’afety devices and a livitfg wage.

Cut bad as aro tho 
E'oncrfcl oondltions In tho depart- 
ment clor oa, yet tho conditions 
In Hoarn'o, specifically, can 
hardly bo compared with tho 
root, 

Kearns Is one of tbs large depart- 
ment stores In New York which em- 
ploys about 1.C00 young workers. 
H earns haring to compote with the 
other large stores In the olfy, and 
also bccauee rtf the lower grade* of 
merchandise that they handle, meets 
both those conditions by paying Us 
employoa mlacr&bol wages and work- 
ing them longer hours. Tim average 
wage of the girls In Hearns Is f 14 a 
week. With the cost of living aa high 
as It ii. with the bare necessities of 
life coating as much as they do— 
what thtnhlng man or woman can nay 
that the wages that Hearns pays the 
workers, represents a living wage? 
Tho much boasted about "American 
standard of living" Is completely for- 
rotten by the Hearns people — whose 
strlotlsm and Americanism consist 
-ntirely In making greater profits. 
When the Christmas and Karter 
olidays come around, Hearns like a 
ood Christian, hands out still longer 
iours to the young workers gTatls. 
N’o thought about the overtime — no 
hought about paying for It. The 


rohp? workers began to resent thl» 
arrangement, that gave rise to the de- 
mand that they be paid time and a 
half for overtime and holidays. 

There is a slacking of trade In the 
summer time. Hearns, therefore, 
closes on Saturday <or July and Au- 
gust Tbfe girls therefore get Satur- 
days off these two months. But when 
buslnoss la brisk, when Hearns can 
realize more or sales and more profits, 
all day Saturday for the other months 
Is the result. The girls got wise to 
this little arrangement and began de- 
manding a 44-houtr week all the year 
around. 

Hearns Is not satisfied with paring 
low wages In return for hard work In 
the store. The Younrf Workers muzt 
be taught their place In society as 
well. They must be segregated from 
the shoppers and wealthy customer* 
who frequent Hearns otherwise they 
may begin to question things, begin 
to think that tho fat bourgeois women 
are In reality no betetr than them- 
selves. They may even thing— god 
help ua!— About revolting and chang- 
ing socloty. Go rostricflons abott; eat- 
ing In’ the cafeteria where the hungry 
shoppers go to eat. And oo&dlHOns 
are made about eating In the lungh 
room on the second floor. 8 o dowh 
they must go to the employes* lunch 
room In the basement— where the foot] 
is rotten. 

In many reports we have reed, not 
a word la said about the girls trying 
f o remedy the situation. Now In 
Hearns th cyoung workers have begun 
to fight against, these rotten condi- 
tions, and demand riow and better. 
ono:<. They arc demanding a mini- 
mum wage of $22 a week, a 44 -hour 
week, time and n half for overtime, 
right to et wherever they want to. 

Tliey have begun to organize a com- 
mittee amongst themselves to light for 
these demands. Tho Young Workers 
I/ongue Is Ix-hlnd the. girls In the fight 
io bettor their condition*.

Each smaller group would be a more 
workable slie— -oould work out Us own 
method and travel Independently, 
(This waa dene last year by the Eng- 
lish and German delegations of stu- 
dents.) 8ome of the projects they 
may study are agricultural and indus- 
trial conditions, education, art, village 
Ufe, ©to. 

The delegation Is limited to twenty 
wide-awake, open-minded graduate 
and under-graduate students of Amer- 
loan colleges, labor colleges, universi- 
ties, and profoslsonal schools. A few 
outstanding individuals —professors, 
Instructors, or persons who, altho not 
actually in the student world, have 
the student point of view and would 
bring a valuable equipment to the en- 
terprise — are also eligible. 

There Is to be no line drawn on the 
basis of race, color, or creed.

Sanitary condlltona do not exlnt 
here. I have boon hero a few weeks 
and I have yet to aee a sweeper come 
and clean the floors. The plaoe Is 
slippery with oil which makes It 
dangerous for anyone to walk on. Tho 
toilets also have a very unpleasant 
ind sickening odor. Artificial light 
must be used In the plant* as the 
windows are too small t© admit the 
wnllght. Neither is a proper ventila- 
tion systom noticeable. When chang- 
ing tools on the machines we work 
for nothing, for somotlmes we spend 
more thau a hour on this work but 
we get no pay for It. 

If the company would have a decent 
wage maybe the rotten conditions 
would be bearable, but as it the Pny 
is the worst thing of the plaoe. The 
piece work system prevails practical- 
ly thruout the whole shop. Before wo 
start working the employment man- 
ager tells us of tho piles of money 
that could be made by working piece 
work. True, I admit, if we do not 
make much money on the piece work 
rate we make straight 40c on hour, but 
the hell of it all Is that we hardly ever 
make more than the 40c. The piece 
work rate Is so low that it's Impos- 
sible to make more. Besides, this we 
get straight time for overtime work 
and not time and a half. 

Our Demands, 

Most of the workers are youths. 
Girls work on the machines also. I 
appeal to these workers to ftght for 
th© following conditions: 

1. An 8*hour day. 

2. One hour for lunch.

Forty-one of Minneapolis firms 
have this week subscribed to the 
"Minneapolis Plan" for recruiting 
the "Minneapolis Plan" for recruting 
young workers in the National Guard 
sponsored by th© local Chamber of 
Commerce Association. 

They promise the young recruits 
many high-sounding inducements. 
Thoy promlie "IB days leave" when 
coiled to the summer training camps, 
In addition to 'Tegular vacation priv- 
ileges;" What thoae latter sre to fac- 
tory workers who never get veoatlons 
was not specified. They promise to 
pay the difference between the regu- 
lar pay and the National Guard pay. 
They say that in times of unemploy- 
ment they will give preference to 
guardsmen, "other things being 
equal." 

To Fight for Morgan. 

A1 this sounds attractive to inex- 
perienced young workers. In Bt. Paul 
however, where a similar "Bt. Paul 
Plan" has been In effect for a number 
of years, the name of the National 
Guard has becomo a stench in the 
notstrils of the labor movement for 
Its anti-labor activities. For Instance 
in the Packing houne strike of 1922 
and in the Street railway Btrlke of 
1917, the workers will long remember 
the shameless manner in which the 
National Guard was used to crush tho 
attempts ' of the workers to belter 
standards of living.

T HE Congress Itself had 180 dele- 
gates. 4 Oof these from the prin- 
cipal city and tho rest from the - var- 
ious countlos. The work of the Con- 
gress was of the most educative and 
illuminating character. (In a sepa- 
rate article I will deal with the Con- 
gress). The management of the Con- 
gress was very ably handled, meeting 
regularly every morning at 10 a. m. 
(quite an accomplishment for a Com- 
munist Congress and especially 1 la 
Russia) and the eeselons handled In 
an efitclent manner, showing the or- 
ganisational understanding apd dis- 
cipline of the Russian League. 

In the evenings we visited ©"three 
generation getHogether" where the 
functionaries of the party, trade 
unions, Komsomols and Pioneers were 
all present — several hundred in all, 
Here greetings were in the order of 
the day. 

Between Congress so©elona, th# 
next day. I visited the largest textile 
factory, employing 8.000 workers. 
Here I epoke a* two open air meet- 
ings — at the change of day and night 
shift*. 

That evening a mass meeting, ad- 
mission tickets having been distribut- 
ed — -was held In the factory section. 
There were between L100 ©n4 1.100 
young workers vrmo&i Th© D* & 


had gathered these Kostroma young 
faotory workors together to hear cf 
the condition* in America and of the 
activity of the American Young Com- 
munists. This I outlined briefly tn a 
36-mlnute report — which Is to bo 
printed In pamphlet form and dis- 
tributed to the working and peasant 
youth. 

At the close of the translation of 
tho report, the district secretary, 
Comrade Qusef, made a speech In re- 
ply closing with the presentation of a 
large red banner to the Boston dis- 
trict of the American League. Next 
came a textile faotory worker, pre- 
senting various samples of every pro- 
cess In the making of textile fibre, 
with a letter addressed to tho Boston 
district, expressing their desire to be 
linked up with ono of our textile fac- 
tory nuclei, and receiving regular In- 
formatkm about America. Later the 
editor ot the woekly Kosomol news- 
paper *te "Cmeha" (Advance) pre^ 
sented a bound volume of their pa- 
per. with gold leaf lettering on the 
covering — and mo«l important — writ- 
ten partly in the Engliah language. 

G REAT applause greeted the pre- 
sentation of each of these ©s the 
speakers pointed out that the Russian 
young workers realise the difficult 
task of fighting American Imperialism 
but pledging their unlimited support 
to us In. our efforts to make a "World 
October"— -eoch speaker emphasising 
the ImporUfcoe of firmer ©nd o loser 
relotlonahip between to© ir gubeml© 


and Boston. In answering these, I 
assured them that our members' 
knowledge of their fighting spirit and 
the sacrifices they have suffered for 
tho revolution, would spur us on In 
our activity — that these symbols of 
internationalism would be transmitted 
'o the Boston young workers and 
thvlr lender — tho Y. W. L. — and as- 
suring them of tho closest contact In 
the future. 

In addition to these many letters 
were received tor our Boston com- 
rades which must be the occasion of a 
great meeting In Boston.

MAY DAY AGITATION 

T IW control point of our. May Day 
agitation Ib the need for the united 
front of the young workers, farmers 
and students’ organizations in the 
struggle against capitalist militarism.

Masses of workers In one coun- 
try are thrown Into ’competition with 
workers of another country, bidding 
against eo,cb other aand Increasing 
each other'* misery. Tremendous sur- 
plus Is piled up; the use of machin- 
ery always Increases doing away wLtb 
the necessity of skilled workers, child 
labor and the use of young workers 
in Industry Is the logical consequence; 
and above all the noise and din on 
this development one thing Is always 
clearly heard — the unrest of the work- 
ers.

are only two and one-half million or- 
ganised workors. if a sufficient num- 
ber of these could be bribed by slight- 
ly higher wages the bosses would 
have an effective tool against the thir- 


ty-two million unorganized workers. 
They tried it and it worked. What are 
the result* for the youth. First the 
bribe must be paid for. It Is paid 
in a refusal on the part cf. the or- 
ganized workers In the skilled trades 
to admit young workers. Wants* the 
plumbers' helpers, glass workers, car 
builders, etc. It In paid In a refusal 
to consider the wage conditions of 
the young workers when tho agree- 
ments with the bosses are made. The 
resuK Is outrageously low w».go scales, 
rotten condltlonn, and longer hours, 
a paradox Indeed, for the young work- 
ers; Instead of working less In con- 
sideration of their youth wirk more j 
so as to mako Up for the bosses’ loss 
In profit when ho gave the skilled 
worker'aomewhst higher wages. 

The seooud method tor ccunisrac-t- 
Ing posnlble revolutionary develop- 
ments in that of budding greater mili- 
tary resources. For this pur|K»se i'll i- 
zons* Military Training camp* to draw 
the working youth, Hrserve Officers' 
Training Corps to draw the student 
youth, the many (toy and girl scout 
organizations to draw in tho younger 
children hav« been <-*tahl'«h-*d. 

-The capitalist class realizes that 
the contradictions wiiJi In the system 
aro beginning to carry loo many evil 
signs. They bribe tho skilled work- 
ers on the one hand at the expense of 
the unskilled and tin* youth and they 
wiu the youth to their military forces 
to quell possible uprisings of the 
downtrodden workors.

The reports, discussions, etc. 
of the recent sessions of the E. 
C. of the Y. C. I. were of a most 
practical character, dealing con- 
cretely with some of the imme- 
diate questions facing tho Inter- 
national. The Bolshovizatlon of 
tho Leagues was the essence of 
the reports and discussions, al- 
tho the phrase itself was hardly 
used — tho phrase being trans- 
ferred Into life — methods and 
activities thru which to reach 
tho broad masses of young 
workers and bring them under 
our Influence and Into our 
ranks. 

Present General Situation. 

The offensive of the bosses 
especially hit the young work- 
ers. This w&b seen in the form 
of wage cuts, growing unem- 
ployment, attempts to raise the 
voting age of the youth, etc. 

As a reaction to thiB there 
was on a world «cale (specifical- 
ly in "Europe) a leftward trend. 
The bourgeoisie was quick to 
recognize this and 1925 saw a 


systematic, conscious struggle 
on the part of the bourgeoisie 
to win the youth. 

This was expressed in the 
various international conven- 
tions of bourgeoisie youth or- 
ganizations as well as in various 
countries where the problem of 
tho youth was tackled and at- 
tempts made to enroll the work- 
ing youth in their ranks on the 
basis of economic-cultural and 
social demands. Altho tht?y 
mako no real fight to achieve 
theso demands it is significant 
for us where they tackle tho 
problem. 

Another angle of this same 
situation is the position of the 
trade unions. After years of 
fruitless efforts to get the trade 
unions to pay attention to the 
young workers we find a new 
attitude in 1925. 

In Germany the Christian Un- 
ions as well as the regular trade 
unions calling conferences to 
take up the question ns well ns 
practical steps to organize lh o 
youth. In Britain the campaign 
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of the Y. C. L. for unionization 
!s meeting with favor not only 
from the membership but &!bo 
the leadership of the trade un- 
ions. 

This was accomplished thru 
our energetic campaigns and 
the the recognition by the trade 
unions of the drift of the young 
workers to the left, as well as 
a realization that the adult 
workers no longer possessed a 
monopoly thru skill, etc. 

The past year has Reen a de- 
cided change In tho Young So- 
cialist International, Very heavy 
membership losses are'recorded 
in all countries except England. 
The rank nnd file are realizing 
tho necessity of unity and suc- 
cessful united front organiza- 
tion has resulted, Buch as the 
various Young Workers’ Delega- 
tions to Soviet Russia, Here the 
young workers see a contrast 
between the betterment of the 
. onditlons of tho Russian Young 
Workers as ugalnst tho worsen- 
ng of their conditions In their 
respective capitalist countries,!

C. I. and Lessons to be Drawn. 

Generally speaking, most of 
our leagues nave greater poli- 
tical influence than organiza- 
tional. There has been a ten- 
dency towards mechanical ap- 
plication of policy and schema- 
tism. 

Our organizational policy 
must be to base the Communist 
Youth leagues upon the largo 
industries, organizod upon tho 
basiB of shop nuclei. Street nu- 
clei aro also necessary. Too 
small a part of our membership 
Is from tiie large and basic in- 
dustries. The reorganization has 
been carried out too mechanical 
and was not attended by reor- 
ganization of our entire nctlvl-

The broadest possible meth- 
ods must be nt(optcd to roach 
tho young workers, especial at- 
tention being paid to the non- 
political organizations of the 
youth, like sports, etc. 

One of the most efTecllvo 
methods, which must be Im- 
proved and extended, by reach- 
ing the young workers, is econo- 
mic trade union work. This 
must be much more concrete 
and on a broader busis. 

Especial attention must be 
given to getting the trade un- 
ions themselves to take up the 
problems of reaching the youth. 
The calling of conferences by 
the T. U.’s Is necessary.
